ter-national, or Comintern, is one 
of the momentous 
developments 


of the war if it proves 
to mean 


what it seems to indicate now. 


The 
Comintern, 
which 
was 


founded in 1919, long ago defined 
itself as the "general staff of world 
revolution." That succinctly sums 
up ils 
original mission — the 


spreading of Communism to other 
countries 
by creating 
revolts 


against their governments. It was 
the Comintern, with its agents and 
propaganda, which caused foreign 
nations, including Britain and the 
United States, to raise barriers of 
fear against Moscow. 


The implication in the announce- 


ment is that Russia has formally 
disavowed any intention of trying 
to spread Communism 
by 
this 


method. 
Henceforth 
Communist 


parties in foreign countries aren't 
to look to the birthplace of Bol- 
shevism for instructions. 


Most observers, however, 
are 


^inclined to regard this
